dacy, the New York governor said 
Sunday the Goldwater strategy is 
to try to weld conservative,, South- 
ern and Western support while 
writing off Northern states. This, 
Rockefeller said, "would not only 
defeat the Republican party in

but would destroy it alto- 


gether." 


Rockefeller said it was incred-

time will heal the differences in 
the Communist camp. 


The seriousness of the split be- 


tween the Communist giants was 
emphaized by publication Satur- 
day of a 35 000-word Soviet Com- 
munist parly statement accusing 
the Chinese of being hypocrites 
and warmongers bent on a nu- 
clear war with the West. 


The Soviet statement, an open 


letter to the Communist parties 
of the world, was an official reply 
to the Chinese attack June 14 on 
Premier Khrushchev's policy of 
spreading communism by living 
in peace with the West. It wr| 
spread over four pages of the 
party newspaper Pravda. 


Pravda also published the Com- 


munist Chinese letter, disclosing 
to the Soviet people for the first 
time the extent of the historic 
breach in the Communist move- 
ment.

Also, I have to adjust from 
the small English ball to the 
American ball and I'll be playing 
on a new course. It's quite a com. 
lunation to beat."

tell." He said he planned to give 
it ail he has and he figures his 
game is suitable to the long, nar- 
row fairways and big greens of 
Dae Country Club course, which 
measures 7.04G yards and has a
